MADAM  CHAIRIL'iH  AlID  GEHTIEMEN, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annuo.l  Report  for  1961,  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Bromsgrove, 

The  population  increa,sed  by  2,010  persons.  There  was  an  excess  of 
‘births  (663)  over  deaths  (402)  leaving  a natural  increase  of  261,  This 
means  that  some  1,849  persons  migrated  into  the  area. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety  houses  were  completed  and  occupied,  161  of  them 
being  provided  by  the  local  authority.  The  increased  migro.tion'  into  the 
district  v/ould  tend  to  increase  the  ever  present  housing  problem. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  remained  satisfactory,  the  increa,se 
in  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  being  due  mainly  to  the  increased 
incidence  of  measles. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  a continued  fall  in  the  incidence  of  cancer  and 
other  malignant  diseases. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  note  tha,t  there  v/as  a continued  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  under  one  year  who  were  immunised  against  diphtheria. 

On  the  other  hand  there  was  a drop  in  the  number  of  vs.ccinations  ageanst 
smallpox.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  v/e  hoE  not  experienced  any  effects 
of  the  smallpox  outbreak  elsewhere  in  the  country, 

I also  have  pleasure  in  informing  you  tha,t  a pilot  audiometric  service 
was  commenced  in  Bromsgrove  by  the  County  Council,  sessions  being  held  at 
Bromsgrove  Clinic.  In  a short  time,  it  beco.me  evident  that  there  was  a 
high  incidence  of  hearing  defects  among  children  living  in  this  area, 

I v/ould  like  to  thank  the  Committee  for  its  continued  support  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Officers  of  other  departments  for  their  ready 
assistance  erd  co-operation.

The  County  Council  administers  the  Ante-Tflato.!,  Child  I'/elf.are,  School 
Health,  Imaunisation,  Dental  and  Specialist  Services  which  aim  at  the  preservation 
of  health  of  the  community  and  the  prevention  of  diseases,  especially  among 
children.  The  HecuLth  Visiting,  Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  services  provided 
by  the  County  Council,  supported  by  the  Homo  Help  Service,  managed  by  the 
W.V.3.  and  the  Loan  of  Nursing  Requisites  Scheme  mana-god  by  the  Red  Cross, 
continued  to  provide  invaluable  domicilia,ry  help  and  advice. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  hospitals  of  all  kinds  either  within  the 
district  or  \/ithin  comparatively  easy  reach  of  it,  except  for  casualty  facilities 
for  major  accidents  which  need  to  be  transported  either  to  the  Accident  Hospital 
Lirmingham,  or  to  the  Uorcoster  Royal  Infirmary  in  Worcester. 

Dacteriological  examinations  were  co.rried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Lr.boratory  Service  at  the  Royal  Infirraarj'",  V/orcester  and  chemical  analyses 
of  v-cter,  etc.  were  done  by  the  County  I^aboratory,  Worcester,  I am  greatly

The  total  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  during  the  year, 
including  visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection 
was  1,336. 

Minor  infringements  of  the  Food  H3’-giene  (General)  Regulations,  I96O 
were  dealt  with  either  verbally  or  by  letter  and  in  each  case  the  required 
v/orks  were  carried  out. 

During  the  year,  routine  samples  of  cooked  meat  products  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  were  satisfactory,  vidth  the  exception 
of  one  sample  of  faggot,  which  was  found  to  contain  Staphylococcus  Anireiis. 
Phage  typing  revealed  that  the  organism  was  of  a type  not  associated 
•.vith  food  poisoning. 

Eighteen  samples  of  marshmallov;  biscuits  submitted  for  exami'nation 
for  Paratyphoid  organisms  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Dr.  R.J.  Henderson,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Worcester  has  kindly  continued  to  examine  swabs  of  crockery  etc.  taken 
from  catering  establishments.  A very  considerable  improvement  is 
noticed  when  a comparison  is  made  with  the  earlier  results  of  these 
examinations ,
